Washington, July 23. — The state 
department has taken aotlvi' stpps to 
Uiye the life of Dr. Russell Wilson, a 
young Ohio physician who is held un- 
der arrest at Bliioflclds by the Nicar- 
aguan military authuritles. Wilson 
was a member of a 'filibustering party 
which made a landing near Monliey 
Peint, about four miles from Blue- 
flelda. Most of the party were cap- 
tured owing to the inability of the 
commander of the expedition to land 
reinforcemeptg on account of tho 
heary weather, and among the num- 
ber was Wilson. The N'icaraRiian 
gpripral was al><)iit to oxecute liiin 
Bunimarily, Imt wns iiKhictMl by the 
pleas of some of the English speaking 
Vaople of Blueflelds to allow the law 
lo follow its course. This mfaiit a 
trial by court martial; and it is the 
understanding that a death sentence 
was almost inevitable. 

Wilson livee at Milan. Ohio, and 
Senator Hanna has Infere.sfed hinisflf 
in his case. Acting Scrrctaiy Hill 
trlepraphed to the Unit i I Si.in i n 
sul a Sao Juan Del Norte tu mal^e an 
Immediate Investigation and report 
the facts at once, not only to the 
department but also to Senator Han- 
na. 

In additon the consul was directed 
to use his good offlces with the Nica- 
raguan authorities in favor of young 
Wilson, as Senator Hanna has repre- 
Hciitcd that ht was not a combatant, 
hut was attached to the revolution- 
arr expedition in a medical capacity. 

The department never has been in- 
formed officially of the facts connect- 
ed will Wilson's capture, and in this 
case is acting entirely on Senator 
Banna's repreaentations.

LoL'isviLLS, Ky., July 21.— The chief 
topic of discussion in railroad circles is 
the action taken recently by the Lonis- 
ville and Nashville railroad directory in 
formally accepting all the provisions of 
the new Constitution of Kentucky.

The 
Constitution bat been in effect eleven 
years, but during a'.l that time the L.

There 
are 7S priests in the diocese, 48 churches 
with resident pastors, 29 mission 
churches, *'■'> stations and H chapels. 
Thirty-eix parieheit tiave parochial 
schools; there are 2 lll|gh scboois for 
boys, 7 academies for young ladies, with 
a total of 8,000 pupils attending these iu- 
Stitntions. There are 2 boapitals that 
received 1,152 patiwMs imriim the past 
year. 

During the fame time there were 1,7").'! 
baptisms in the diocese, iM marriages, 
120 mixed UArrisges and 1,040 deaths. 

It is estimated that there are 9,000

Manilla, July 23.— Montallon and 
Faiisardo. the Ladrone chiefs have 

broken through the constabulary cor- 
don in Cavlte province and have es- 
caped to ttie mountains. A niimbei 
of Ladrones were killed in early at- 
tempts to force the cordon. 

An extensive drive, with the object 
of capturing the Ladrone chiefs Mon- 
tallon and Feii/.ardo and .'lU of their 
followers was organized in Cavita 
province. Twelve hundred constabu- 
lary commanded by Captain Baker 
moved last Thursday at daylight 
forming a complete angle shaped cor- 
don covering CO square miles. Patrol 
launches guarded the rivers and it 
was expected to close the cordon last 
Saturday. The entire male popula- 
tbm of the town.- uiul farms were to 
be iiicludod in the concentration 
movement. When complete the La- 
drones were to have been arrested 
and the others were to have been re- 
li'aKe<l. 

Tlif coiilon ciiciimjia scd the lead- 
ors a:id many of tl.cir iullowers. The 
latter when trapped made a series of 
breaks to escape. The constabulary 
withstood the first atlacls. killing 14 
and cai)li!rins 1.') men. TIk' l-adronea 
finally massed imder cover of the 
darkness and forced their way 
through a weak spot in the cordon 
near Das Armas, killing one and 
woimding one of the constabulary. 
The latii r caiitured the papers and 
effects of the leaders and destroyed 
quantities of supplies.

It was triie. he saiu. that 
he .stayed at tl.c Latimer home two 
nights after the shooting, but be u.a 
s(j becauae none of Latimer's broth- 
era waa able to remain there.
